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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 29 May 2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant alleges that Gao (U.S. 6,842,733), with an effective filing date of 15 
September 2000 is not prior art because the instant application claims priority to 
Japanese Patent Application 2000-238894 giving the instant application an effective 
filing date of 02 August 2000. However, an English translation for Japanese Patent 
Application 2000-238894 has not been submitted, thus the date of 02 August 2000 
cannot be granted. For the purpose of Examination, the date of PCT/JP0 1/06593 of 31 
July 2001 is the effective filling date. As a result, the filing of Gao is prior for the 
purposes of applying art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e).

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1 - 6, 11 - 16, 21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Gao (U.S. Patent 6,842,733) for the same reasons as stated in the prior 
rejection. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37 CFR 1 .55. See MPEP § 201 .15. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 7-10 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Gao (U.S. Patent 6,842,733) for the same reasons as stated in the 
prior rejection. 

Applicant cannot rely upon the foreign priority papers to overcome this rejection 
because a translation of said papers has not been made of record in accordance with 
37 CFR 1 .55. See MPEP § 201 .15. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-20 and 24 are allowed. 

Regarding Claims 17, 19 and 24, the prior art teaches a first and second means 
for calculating an envelope (i.e. the short term and long term calculations), however 
they are of the same digital signal. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify the art to achieve the claimed limitations of the first and second 
envelope calculating means.
